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What's a musical note? Chord Progression? Riff? 

There's some musical jargon in the chapter and if you're already familiar with them, feel free to 
skip ahead. But if you're a noobie like me, this will help you get an idea of what's being talked 
about. However, knowing what the terms mean is not necessary to follow the main story of the 
manga. Words with a symbol in front of them appear in the current chapter. 

Note — A note is a small bit of sound, similar to a syllable in speaking a language. It can be high 
or low (this is called pitch). When you pair this with the duration of the sound, you get a note. 
The word "note" can also mean the written symbol of the note(^, J). And confusingly, the word 
"note" can also mean the pitch of a note(some naming conventions are "Do-Re-Mi-Fa...", "A, B, 
C, D, E..", "Sa-Re-Ga-Ma..."). When you think you know all the notes there is to know... But wait 
there!s more. If you haven't had enough, here’s another note — no matter what context it’s 
being used in, just like a syllable, a note is the smallest unit of music. 

Chord — A chord is when two or more notes are played together (usually three or more). If 
pressing one key on a piano is a note, then pressing three at the same time is a chord. Think of 
chords as words. 

❖ Chord Progression — When several chords are played one after another, it's called a chord 
progression. Some combinations sound better than others. Think of this as a sentence. 

Beat, Tempo, ★ Measure — Time in music isn't constant. It’s relative.The fundamental time unit of 
music is the*'bg«f(thihk of your heartbeat). Think of how many beats or pulses your heart 
makes in a minute. Now, say you see a shirtless Akihiko and your heartbeat becomes a LOT 
faster. This is "tempo". It's how fast or slow music is and it's measured in beats per 
minute(bpm). Grouping a certain number of beats in fixed intervals gives you measures or bars. 
Time Signature — The time signature tells how many beats(or pulses) there are in each measure 
and what kind of note is equal to one beat. In this example, there are 4 beats in one measure 
and each beat equals a quarter note(J). 



Chorus — The chorus is the part of a song that gets repeated at intervals and contains the 

#Hook — The Hook is, put simply — the catchy parts of the song that gets you "HOOKED". You 
usually find it in the chorus but not always. When you think of a song, what comes to mindf 
Yeah, that's basically the hook. Think of "Sweet Child o' mine". That guitar riff in the beginning is 
a hook. Now, think of "Bad Romanee"(pretty much, every line is a hook — ra-ra-ah-ah-ah, roma 
roma-ma, it's stuck in your head now isn't it?). 

©Riff — A riff in jazz/popular music, is a tune that continues or appears regularly while other 
parts are changed or added. BBC Radio 2 also defined it as — "The main hook of a song and 
must be played principally by a guitar. It often begins the song, but is repeated throughout it, 
giving the song its distinctive voice."
